‘committee has suggested to Hresident Coolidge 
that the government build a duplicate & the 
Gorgas steam plant near Muscle Shoals and in- 
clude it in the Muscle Shoals development so that 
Henry Ford might be induced to and renew 
his offer for the Muscle Shoals propert: ‘whith fell 
through with the recent sale of the Gorgas plant. 

Mr. Madden must either have fallen under the 
spell of Henry Ford or that of the misinformed 
or misied farm interests which have supported the 
original Ford proposal. He is willing to tax the 
country probably $5,000,000 to build a new n 
plant in place of the one which has as much con- 
nection with the general Musc.¢e Shoals develop- 
ment as a cement hoist has to a new building after 
completion of the structure. He advocates that 
action on the theory that “if we can make the 
southern states more productive through the man- 
ufacture of nitrates for fertilizer at Muscle Shoals 
we will have added that much to the riches and 
prosperity of the whole United States.” 


Mr. Madden either does not know or ignores | 


the fast that at ite very best Muscle Shoals could 
not produce. more than 39,000 tons of nitrates a 

year, and that Ford makes no guarantee of doing 
even that. He either does not xrow or ignores the 
fact that if the southern states reed only nitrates 
to make them more productive they can obtain 
those nitrates for the restoration of their soi] much 
more easily and cheaply by the simple process of 
planting soy beans, peas, clover, alfalfa, and other 
leguminous crops in rotation with their cotton and 
tobacco than they can by buving nitrates from 
Henry Ford at a profit of 8 per cent to the manu- 
facturer. Incidentally, by that practice, they would 
simultaneously reduce the boll weevil pest.

“Only one anxiety troubles my sou] 
and my joy. Sire, I was born 4 Lithu- 
anian, and I have only a few years to 
live.” 

Gen. Kosciusko fought for American 
freedom with no less ardor than he did 
for Poland’s cause. He hated oppmees- 
sion in évery form, and this profound

He directed-that hia holdings in this 
country, land given him by congress 
for distinguished service, be liquidated 
and the proceeds be used by his exec- 
utor to purchase Negro slaves and free 
them.
